General Smedley D. Butler, com­ 
m andant of the United States Marine 
Corps at Quantico, Virginia, has se­ 
lected a site suitable for an encam p­ 
m ent of the Marines here during the 
la tte r part of June and the beginning 
of July. 
The site selected is p art of 
the William Redding 
farm 
on the 
Government reservation between the 
Em m itsburg road 
and Confederate 
avenue. 
The location was used as a 
parade 
ground 
while 
Camp 
Colt 
flourished. 
The parade ground alone covers ar, 
area of about 40 acres but Genera! 
Butler 
stated 
this morning th a t at 
least CO acres more would be requir­ 
ed to accommodate all the M arines. 
T his additional land is available or. 
the Redding farm . 


General Butler 
and his chief of 
staff, Colonel T . 
Holcomb, returned 
to W ashington late this afternoon tc 
have the contract for the camp site 
approved by the W a r D epartm ent. 
General Butler said th a t there wa* 
no doubt, however, but that the camp 
was an assured fa c t. 


A t the same tim e he also made 
public the date of arrival and de­ 
parture of the M arines. 
According 
to General Butler, the Marines 
will 
arrive here either during the evening 
of June 23 or the m orning of June 
24. 
They will m arch here from the 
M arine base at Q uantico. 
The M a­ 
rines will 
break cam p 
on July 
6 
making a 
full tw o-w eeks’ 
encamp­ 
m ent. 
At least 5,500 Marines will make 
the trip. 
This includes all stationed 
a t Quantico and 
those from several 
other Marine stations which will br 
brought 
here for the 
manoeuvres. 
Also a detachm ent of 
sailors from 
Quantico will accompany the Mariner 
making in all, with officers and mem ­ 
bers of the flying corps, about 6 ,0

General Butler has 
arranged the 
dates of arrival 
and departure sc 
th a t the Marine cam p will be here 
over July 4 which assures G ettys­ 
burg of one of the largest crowds on 
th a t day in m any y ears. 
During the encam pm ent here, the 
Marines will stage Pickett’s charge 
on two occasions. 
On July 
3, 
the 
fifty-ninth anniversary, 
the charge 
will be repeated, using the same tac­ 
tics that Pickett used in his unsuc-’ 
cessful attem p t to storm the Union 
stronghold at High W ater M ark. Or. 
the morning of July 4, the “ land and 
sea soldiers” will stage the 'charge 
using modem methods and s tra te g y . 
The squadron of aeroplanes will alsc 
tyke p art ini the sham battle. 
According to

Butler be­ 
tween 25 and 30 aeroplanes will ac­ 
company the Marines to G ettysburg.

Field bosses say that 
American labor was not wanted be­ 
cause "a Yankee can’t stand the 
hard work." 
Living conditions for these labor­ 
ers in the Michigan beet country 
are abominable. 
The farmer sup­ 
plies the quarters for the hedp, and 
his motto Is, “Anything Is good 
enough for the Hunk!©.** 
An old 
:,wood-shed, an abandoned ham, a 
cleaned-out chicken house, anything 
that gives partial shelter, will do 
end does. 
One-room shanties for 
families of from six to nine people 
are common. Often they have only 
one window. Not infrequently there 
Is no window. They have absolutely 
no sanitary facilities, and the filth 
of these shacks is inconceivable. 
Yet each year sees a migration 
of families from the industrial cen­ 
ters to the beet fields. Families are 
thus Imported from cities as far 
awny as Buffalo, New York City, 
Philadelphia. Erie, Akron. Cleve­ 
land, Cincinnati, Chicago, Milwau- I 
kce, Toledo and San Antonio, Tex. 
In 1919 the beet laborer In Mich­ 
igan got $2 4 an acre for beets 
planted In rows 18 to 22 inches 
apart and $22 an acre for beets 
planted In rows 28 Inches «i»art. 
In Michigan, as in Colorado, It Is 
found almost Impossible to enforce 
the
